Easter Reflection 

My husband and I had been trying for a baby for 
a little over two years. After many heartaches 
and much prayer we were finally blessed, on 
January 19, 2004, with a baby boy; Andrew 
Scott Denekamp, our gift from God. 

As we began to think about Baptism, we were 
trying to find the "perfect" day to have our 
"perfect" gift Baptized. We thought about 
February 29th (leap year) but it was the 
beginning of Lent so that didn't work out. Fr. 
Mark suggested Baptizing Andrew on Easter 
Sunday. At first we didn’t know if we wanted to 
wait that long for Andrew would be almost 3 
months old by then. But then we decided how 
special- our son baptized the same day Jesus 
rose from the dead. We decided on Easter 
Sunday and it was well worth the wait. 


On Easter Sunday we came together to celebrate 
the resurrection or "re-birth" of Jesus Christ. We 
celebrate his life and the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
We realize that Jesus has died for our sins and 
has come back to watch over and protect us and 
guide us towards eternal life. 

Having Andrew Baptized on Easter Sunday was 
like celebrating his birth all over again- his birth 
into God's family. Like Jesus, we celebrated 
Andrew's life and tie gift of the Holy Spirit 
through the waters of Baptism. 

Andrew is now cleansed of original sin and 
christened by holy water and oils. More 
importantly he is now officially God's child. We 
now know that God is with Andrew to protect 
him, love him and guide him to eternal life. We 
felt so blessed to have our son Baptized on 
Easter Sunday.
